A SPECIAL SESSION. 


GOT. Altgeld Calls the Legislature 


to Convene Again. 


HoWnntH Action an Pullman AlTuIrxaml 


Revenue HovlsLou. 


[SPECIAL T 


SPHINGFIELD, 
Juno 
18.—Governor 


Altgelcl to-day called the Illinois Legis- 
lature to meet in special session Tues- 
day, June 25, at 2 p. m. to consider 
Revenue Revision, Pullman Legislation 
and other matters. 


The call excites a great deal of com- 


ment, as the special session will entail 
heavy expense. 


The Special Session. 


Gov. Altgold has called a special ses- 


sion of the legislature to bo convened 
next Tuesday, for the purpose as stated 
in his message, of considering revenue 
matters and legislation concerning Full 
man. This is another result of the 
lamentable error tho people of Illinois 
made in confirming at the polls, the 
nomination of Altgeld for governor, made 
by a -lot of political tricksters, who 
started out to make a campaign on tho 
parochial school question and convict 
labor in tho penitentiaries, 


With thcso false issues the people 


were deceived, und elevated to the chief 
executive chair of the state of Illinois a 
man who hus humiliated tho state more 
thuu it was humiliated in tho election 
of tho legislature in 18G2, which was 
prorogued by Gov. Yates in 1803, 


What does this political mountebank 


want that ho calls in special session, a 
legislature which has just adjourned af- 
ter o long Hvo months' session? He says, 
"to consider revenue laws and laws in 
relation to Pullman," Every legislature 
for tho past ton yours has been considnr- 
Ing tho revenue laws without accom- 
plishing anything. Thero can be no 
question that our system of assessments 
and the collection of toxos needs revision 
but tho chances that such revision can 
bo accomplished in a special session, are 
too remote to warrant tho expenditures 
that uro involved in a special session ol 
the general assembly. 


The exposuro of the fraudulent claim 


of Altgeld, in the campaign of 1892 
that labor should be, and in case of his 
election would be, relieved from 
the 


competition of convict labor, through 
tho passage of a'bill by the legislature 
prohibiting tho manufacture of cigars in 
the penitentiary, which ho subsequently 
vetoed, has destroyed his "pull" and that 
of his gang on tho workingmcn. He 
knows this, and his cull for a special ses- 
sion has tho appearance of an effort on 
his part to restore himself in the favor 
of these people at tho expense of the 
tux-pnyers by some coup de tat under 
tho Pullman ensign, This is probably 
what tho governor had in view, If it ie> 
it will bo developed in his message to 
tto general assembly. Should this prove 
true, that body should sit down upon 
him und sit down hard. 


Tho stato constitution provides as fol- 


lows: 


The governor may, on extraordinary 


occasions, convene tho general assembly 
by proclamation, etc, 


Thoro exists no "extraordinary occa- 


sion" for convening tho legislature, but 
thoro nro plenty of extraordinary reasons 
why it should not bo called together 


now; 
and Governor Altgeld knows this 


us well as nny citizen in the state. 


Tun calling together of tho general 


assembly in extraordinary session is the 
most inexcusable and reprehensible act 
tho governor has committed sinco he 
attacked the courts that convicted th;

Remarkable Recovery. 


AbruhHai F. DabauD, who was an em- 


ploye of the street railway company 
whoa horses and mules wero in uso, is 
again a resident of Decatur, and occu- 
pies a dwelling at 707 North Monroe 
street. Abo is not in good health, being 
sadly afflicted with paralysis, due to in- 
juvitts received in the lute war. Ho served 
;is a member of the First Kentucky Vol. 
Cavalry in Co. I, ana enlisted in Mercer 
county. He has a history of interest, 
particularly to tho surgical profession, 
and that he is alive today is a remarka- 
ble circumstance. Ho carried a minnie 
ball on his brain for six long years, and 
got no relief until it was recovered in 
1870. In January 1864, whilo in tho line 
of duty in a skirmish at Fair Garden, 
East Tennessee, routing the rebels, De- 
buun wao shot in the forehead with a 
minnio bull. Ho fell to the ground in- 
sensible, supposed to be 
killed. He 


exhibited 
signs 
of 
life,

taken to a hospital. The ball entered 
tho forehead just above the right eye, 
and us there was an opening in the 
temple, just in front and slightly above 
the right car, it was believed at the 
ti'.no that the ball had passed entirely 
through 
Debaun did not die, as every- 


body thought ho would. The wound 
did not houl, and ho suffered terribly 
from tho injury. 
When tho discharge 


of matter would cease ho would sink 
into a stupor, but his intellect through 
all the six years was not impaired. His 
suffering 
became so intense at last 


that Dobuun wont to Louisville, Ky., 
whore Dr. Cummings and Dr. Brady 
wero to perform tho trephining opera- 
tion. In tho course of tho examination 
tho surgeons found the minnie ball rest- 
ing against tho skull und on Dobaun'a 
bruin. It was flattened to the shape of 
a chestnut, and on its removal Debaun 
oxporionccd immediate relief.

Remarkable Experiment with Bar- 


rier Method in Efflngham 


County. 


CHAMPAIGN, 111., June 17.—Professor 


S. Forbes, tho state entomologist, is nat- 
urally desirous that the agricultural 
community shall 
become acquainted 


with the success that has recently been 
achieved in tho destruction of chinch 
bugs by what is known as the barrier 
method, to distinguish it from the meth- 
od of destruction by infection. Destruc- 
tion of these agricultural pests by the 
barrier method was carried on experi- 
mentally at the University farm at this 
city last year and seemed to succeed sat- 
sfactorily, An experiment on a much 
more extended scale has just been con- 
cluded in Effingham county with sur 
prising results. 


A 20-acre field from which tho wheat 


had just been removed was selected. 
The bugs were ready to push out of this 
field into the adjacent corn fields in 
search of food, 
The barrier against 


them was prepared m this way. A strip 
several furrows wide was plowed entirely 
around this field, and the plowed ground 
was then harrowed and thoroughly pul- 
verized und rolled down smooth. 
Next, 


by means of a log of wood or some simi- 
lar drag a gutter was formed in the mid- 
dle of the plowed strip. By drawing the 
drag a few times through this gutter the 
earth 
therein 
becomes pulverized 


into 
dust. 
Next, 
by 
means 
of 


a 
post 
anger, 
holes 
bored 
in 


tho 
bottom 
of this gutter 
at 
in- 


tervals of a few feet, to catch the en- 
trapped bugs and retain them for de- 
struction. As tho insects travel along 
on their way out of tho held they arrive 
at the bottom of tho gutter, and, finding 
it diflicult to ascend the outer bank, 
they turn about and travel longitudinally 
in tho gutter.falling into tho wholesdug 
fur thorn, where they can bo destroyed 
at pleasure. By estimates mudo on a 
few average holes in the barrier on 
this Efflngham county field, it was found 
that six bushels of the bugs had been 
taken in twenty-four hours. By a little 
calculation it was .found that tho total 
destruction in that time amounted to 
60,000,000 insects. About two hundred 
farmers visited tho place to witness the 
experiment and were astonished at its 
success, 


In wet weather Professor Forbes says 


tho insects will be able to climb the out- 
side wall of tho barrier and to get away 
into the adjoining lields. To obviate 
this, ho recommends that a lino of coal 
tar be drawn in the bottom of tho gutter 
by pouring from the spout 'of a pot liko 
a sprinkling pot with tho sprinkler re- 
moved. The bugs refuse to go upon this 
tar line, but crawl along beside it, and 
honce tumble into tho holes as bofore. 
By employing this method, and then 
pursuing those that escape into the 
cornllelds 
and 
infecting 
them with 


th^o muscardine disease, ho believes 
tho 
pest 
can 
be 
wholly 
eradi- 


cated. It is not too late to employ these 
methods in central and northern Illinois, 
and Prof. Forbes believes that, without 
them, or others of equal efficiency, there 
is bound to bo serious damage to corn 
before the 
growing season is over. 


Requisitions have come to him thus far 
this year, from not less than sovonty- 
ono counties in the stato, for the fungus 
infection for chinch-bugs, and ho is now 
filling orders for it at tho rato of about 
h'fty didly. He states that in southern 
Illinois many fields havo become so sat- 
urated with the fungus that it is im- 
possible for the bugs to sohsist in thorn.

directors of the different state weather 
services throughout the country. The 
reports and synopsis received by tele- 
graph at Chicago are as follows: 


The past week has been generally 


favorable to crops except in the states 
of the Ohio valley and New York and 
portions of New England, where rain 
is much needed and drought Is becom- 
ing serious in some sections. 
Harvest- 


ing of winter wheat has become gen- 
eral except over the northern portion 
of the winter wheat belt, where it will 
begin this week. In Oklahoma and 
southern Kansas harvesting has been 
completed 
Keports from the Dakotas, 


Minnesota and Iowa, indicate that 
the outlook of the spring wheat crop, 
which is now beginning to head, is 
excellent 
Corn continues in excel- 


lent condition in the southern states 
and is growing rapidly in Kansas Ne- 
bia&lca, Iowa 
and 
Wisconsin; and 


while the crop is generally doing well 
elsewhere, and could be improved by 
ruin in the states of the Ohio valley 
it is iuffciing from drought in New 
Yorlc 
Cotton has made good progicss 


dm ing the weelt, although the heavy 
and continuous rains have interfered 
with cultivation in Texas 
Tt is now 


blooming and forming squares over the 
southern portion of the cotton region 
Gcoi gia reports the crop in average 
condition, with cultivation about com- 
pleted. It is growing lapidly in Okla- 
homa and Arkansas, but giowth has 
been slow in Alabama, in Mississippi 
the plant is small, but healthy.
